The Senate by 55 to, 39 defeated the Lodge resolution in 
favour oi ratification of the Peace Treaty with the reserva- 
tions previously adopted. As a twothirds majority was 
lacking Senator Reed moved to recunsider the mot 
was carried by 62 to 30. 

The Senate's vote has cleared ‘the way for consideration 
of a compromise propesql acceptable to the majority or the 
Democrats and mild reservation group of Republicans. The 
motion to adjourn the debate was lost whereupon Senator 
Hitchcock wished to submit a resolution for unreserved 
ratification but was met with considerable opposition. The 
chair repeatedly ruied him in order, but the Senate by a vote 
as often over-ruled'the chair. Finally the “Democrats in- 
di ignaotly complained of the rules of the Senate being over- 
ridden.

’ Tho fungral-of the late Prosid- 
ent of the China Mail 8.8. Co., Mr. 
Look Tin_Eli, which took place 
yesterday, was unique in that for 
the first timo In the history ofthe 
Colony the Band from s British 
flagship participated in a Chinose 
funoral to do the last honours to 
the deceased: As a special act of 
courtsoy to the Chinese com- 
munity, the Band of H.M.S. Haw- 
kins was deputed to head the 
procession, which, starting from 
the residence of the deceasod 
at Bonham ._ Road, filod 
through the central and western 
parts of the town towards West 
Hnint, whore according to custom, 
the body was deposited tompor- 
arily in the Mortuary before 
interment. Containing: many of 
the features which characterize 
the obsoquies. of the Wealthior 
Chinese, the procession was a 
particularly long one, and nothing 
was more striking than the con- 
trast which tho Band from the 
flagship, as it marched along 
playing Beethoven's Funeral 
March, offered to the 
rest of the procession, 

Two other bands, playing 
Western and Chinese music re- 
spectively, were also in the pro- 
cession. Tho coffin which came 
last, proceéded by the chief 
mourners, was covered in by a 
gorgeous flower-bedecked Canopy 
and was conveyed by a swarm of 
earviers. Many wreaths woro 
noticeable, these being from the 
staff of the China Mail 8.8. Com- 
pany and friends. Those in the 
procession included Mr. 0. H. 
Ritter, the local agent of the 
Company, Mr. J, F. D. Mulder, of 
the Canton Bank, and many 
leading Chinese, 

By the death of Mr. Look Tin 
Eli, China toses one of her
